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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY 

FOR  1953. 


During  1953  it  has  been  possible  to  maintain  all  the  activities  of  the 
Society  and  its  Museum,  though,  owing  to  lack  of  staff  and  income,  this  has  been 
at  a  level  far  below  that  normally  taken  for  granted  elsewhere. 

In  June,  the  Museums  Association  made  the  Museum  the  centre  for  their 
Annual  Conference.  It  was  here  that  the  Museums  Association  was  born,  in 
1891,  and  it  was  an  additional  gratification  that  the  successful  conference  of 
1953  should  have  been  at  the  Association’s  birthplace.  The  Keeper’s  paper  on 
'‘The  History  of  the  Society  and  its  Museum”  has  been  reprinted  in  the  Septem¬ 
ber  number  of  the  Journal  of  the  Museums  Association.  The  success  of 
the  meeting  was  largely  due  to  the  social  gatherings  promoted  by  the  city  and 
to  the  Garden  Party  generously  given  by  the  Chairman,  Mr.  H.  E.  Harrowell. 

The  Society’s  collections  have  been  increased  during  the  year.  Above  all, 
thanks  are  due  to  those  who  generously  subscribed  for  the  purchase  by  the 
Society,  of  specimens  of  York  Silver  from  the  Riley  Smith  collection.  A  James  I 
Coconut  Cup,  by  John  Moody,  1607,  and  the  Tankard,  by  George  Gibson, 
1683,  are  most  welcome  additions  to  the  Museum’s  collection  of  York  Silver. 
With  the  co-operation  of  a  number  of  other  York  institutions  and  the  great 
help  given  by  Mr.  William  Lee,  it  was  possible  to  save  the  more  important 
specimens  of  the  collection  from  being  dispersed  from  this  city. 

Other  important  additions  to  the  collections  have  been  a  Middle  Bronze 
Age  Pygmy  Cup  from  Cra^/ke  Close  Farm,  Aysgill  Foss,  Gayle,  near  Hawes, 
given  by  Mrs.  A.  Chapman,  a  medieval  lead  weight  found  at  Upper  Poppleton, 
given  by  Mr.  S.  Morris,  and  a  Roman  head  and  a  fifteenth-century  head,  both 
in  stone,  given  by  Mr.  W.  E.  F.  Macmillan. 

During  the  year  the  Mammal  Room  and  the  Fish  Room  have  been  re¬ 
organised  with  the  help  of  a  most  generous  grant  from  the  Carnegie  Trust. 
The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  Mr.  A.  Tynan,  now  at  the  Maidstone 
Museum,  for  the  geological  display  which  he  has  arranged. 

The  Central  Hall  is  being  converted  into  a  Medieval  Room,  and  the  best 
of  our  medieval  figure  sculpture  will  shortly  be  brought  up  from  the  basement 
and  set  on  the  inner  wall  where  it  can  be  adequately  lit  and  well  displayed. 

The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  once  more  to  Mr.  Adam  Gordon  for  the 
zoological  specimens  which  he  has  prepared,  and  to  Miss  C.  M.  Rob  for  the 
botanical  specimens  which  have  made  the  Museum  Flower  Table,  week  by  week, 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  country. 

An  extremely  important  addition  to  the  collections  has  been  the  coin 
hoard  deposited  in  the  reign  of  Edward  II,  found  in  Bootham  School.  This 
important  hoard  was  the  subject  of  a  coroner’s  inquest  which  pronounced  it 
Treasure  Trove. 

During  the  year  the  Society  has  published  Mr.  T.  C.  M.  Brewster’s  paper 
on  “Two  Medieval  Habitation  Sites  in  the  Vale  of  Pickering”.  This  important 
contribution  to  the  medieval  archaeology  of  Yorkshire  has  been  well  received, 
and  enquiries  for  it  have  been  received  from  a  number  of  European  countries 
and  from  the  United  States. 
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The  excavations  at  St.  Mary’s  Abbey  have  again  been  successful.  The 
whole  of  the  south  wall  of  the  nave  has  been  exposed,  and  a  number  of  pre- 
Norman  and  Roman  levels  beneath  have  been  examined.  The  investigation 
suggests  that  the  area  was  within  the  earliest  fortress,  and  the  pottery  suggests 
also  the  possibility  of  an  auxiliary  fort  before  Petilius  Cerialis  founded  the 
Legionary  Fortress  in  71  a.d.  Specimens  of  Gallo-Belgic,  marbled  ware  and 
St.  Remy  ware  are  important  additions  to  our  collections,  and  a  unique  coin 
of  Hardicanute,  a  bronze  animal-headed  strap  end,  and  sherds  of  late  Saxon 
ware  of  East  Anglian  affinities  add  to  our  knowledge  of  pre-Norman  York. 
The  thanks  of  the  Society  are  due  to  the  indefatigable  labours  of  those  of  its 
members  who  have  helped,  boys  of  Bootham  School  and  many  students,  for 
the  work  done. 

There  is  the  most  encouraging  evidence  that,  not  only  in  York  generally, 
but  within  the  Society,  a  real  interest  is  being  aroused  in  the  activities  under¬ 
taken  by  the  Society. 


FINANCE 

The  accounts  of  ordinary  income  and  expenditure  for  the  year  1953  show 
an  adverse  balance  of  £342,  compared  with  an  adverse  balance  of  £488  for  the 
year  1952.

Meteorology. — Honorary  Curator,  Mr.  A.  Wentworth  Ping,  M.A., 
F.R.Met.Soc.

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Statistics  of  Station:  Longitude  1°  5'  W. ;  Latitude  53°  57'  N. ;  height 
above  mean  sea  level,  56  feet. 


Rainfall.  Rain  or  snow  fell  to  the  amount  of  18.18  inches  as  against 
21.20  inches  for  the  year  1952,  a  decrease  of  3.02  inches,  and  6.26  inches  below 
the  average  of  24.44  inches  for  the  preceding  50  years.  It  was  the  third  driest 
year  on  record,  16.01  being  recorded  for  1921,  and  17.42  for  1887.  The  wettest 
months  of  the  year  were  August  2.88  inches  and  April  2.16  inches.  The  driest 
months  were  March  .23  inch  and  January  .47  inch.  The  heaviest  fall  of  the  year 
occurred  on  25th  May  when  .72  inch  was  recorded. 


Temperature.  Temperature  ranged  from  92°  F.  on  12th  August  to  24°  F. 
on  8th  February  and  3rd  March;  the  range  of  temperature  for  1953  being 
68°  F.  against  61°  F.  for  1952.  The  temperature  of  92°  F.  equalled  the  previous 
highest  temperature  recorded  on  1st  September,  1906.  The  mean  temperature 
for  the  year  (mean  of  max.  and  min.)  was  50.2°  F.  against  48.8°  F.  for  1952. 
August  gave  the  highest  mean  of  62.0°  F.,  then  July  with  60.9°  F.,  January 
and  February  were  lowest  with  38.9°  F.  and  41.1°  F.  respectively. 


Barometer.  A  mean  pressure  of  1018.1  millibars  (30.07  inches)  (1000  milli¬ 
bars  =  29.53  inches  of  mercury  at  M.S.L.  (corrected  for  diurnal  variations)  has 
been  recorded  as  against  1014.4  millibars  (29.96  inches)  for  1952.  March 
gave  the  highest  mean  with  1030.4  millibars  (30.43  inches)  and  July  the  lowest 
with  1010.7  millibars  (29.85  inches).  The  highest  reading  of  the  barometer  of 
1043.5  millibars  (30.82  inches)  was  taken  on  10th  March  and  the  lowest  970.9 
millibars  (28.67  inches)  on  10th  February.  The  extreme  range  was,  therefore, 
72.6  millibars  (2.15  inches)  as  compared  with  64.1  millibars  (1.91  inches)  in 
1952.  All  readings  corrected  to  M.S.L. 


Winds.  Observations  of  winds  at  9  a.m.,  G.M.T.,  show  that  during  1953 
“strong”  winds  (force  4-8  Beaufort  Scale)  were  recorded  on  58  days  as  against 
51  days  in  1952.  The  winds  observed  were  :  N.W.  76;  S.W.  75;  S.  62;  W.  59; 
S.E.  34;  N.E.  26;  N.  23;  E.  10. 


Thunder,  Snow  and  Hail.  Thunder  was  heard  on  12  days  as  against  14 
days  in  1952;  snow  or  sleet  fell  on  10  days  as  against  23  days,  and  hail  was 
recorded  on  3  days  as  against  2  days  the  previous  year. 

Sunshine.  Sunshine  recorded  at  Bootham  School  amounted  to  1343.6 
hours  as  against  1367.4  hours  in  1952,  a  decrease  of  23.8  hours.

Secretary’s  Report,  1953 


The  green  was  improved  by  being  given  a  dressing,  and  arrangements  were 
made  for  it  to  have  reasonable  regular  attention  from  the  Gardening  staff. 
Our  Section  President  provided  sand  for  the  green,  and  this  gesture  on  his  part 
was  much  appreciated. 

Weather  conditions  and  holidays  caused  some  minor  alterations  to  our 
plans,  but  we  were  able  to  carry  out  our  engagements,  and  had  some  very 
enjoyable  games  with  other  bowlers,  including  two  matches  with  the  Lord 
Mayor  and  Corporation.  These  popular  fixtures  have  now  become  annual 
events,  and  this  year  interest  was  greater  by  reason  of  the  Lord  Mayor  being 
one  of  our  own  members.

In  conclusion  I  should  like  to  assure  my  fellow  members  that  their  co¬ 
operation  has  greatly  assisted  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties  as  Secretary. 
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JOHN  S.  GAYNER,  1872-1953 

John  Stansfield  Gayner,  M.R.C.S.,  L.R.C.P.,  was  born  at  Sunderland  in 
1872.  His  father  was  a  ship-owner,  and  the  family  were  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends  from  which,  however,  Dr.  Gayner  resigned  soon  after  the  outbreak 
of  the  Second  World  War. 

He  received  his  preliminary  education  at  Oliver’s  Mount  School,  Scar¬ 
borough,  and  then  entered  upon  the  study  of  medicine  at  St.  Bartholomew’s 
Hospital.  After  qualifying  he  took  a  temporary  post  at  Cheltenham  Hospital, 
and  then  went  to  Cambridge  for  a  course  of  advanced  studies.  In  1901  he  sailed 
to  Japan  as  surgeon  on  board  the  P.  &  O.  liner  Bombay,  bringing  back  with  him 
those  valuable  Japanese  colour-prints  which  adorned  the  walls  of  his  dining 
room,  and  a  small  but  choice  collection  of  netsukes.  In  1902  he  came  to  York 
as  a  member  of  the  staff  of  The  Retreat,  and  in  the  following  year  was  appointed 
House  Physician,  and  later,  House  Surgeon  at  the  York  County  Hospital. 

He  also  acted  for  many  years  as  an  Honorary  Physician  to  the  York  Dispensary. 
In  1906  he  married  Miss  Alice  Maud  Edwards,  a  former  Matron  of  York  County 
Hospital,  and  in  the  same  year  they  settled  at  Hall  Cottage,  New  Earswick, 
where  he  established  a  private  practice. 

The  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  is  indebted  to  him  for  the  reorganisa¬ 
tion  of  its  library.  The  work  this  involved  can  hardly  be  appreciated  without 
some  account  of  the  state  of  things  vdiich  confronted  him  at  the  outset.  It  was 
hardly  possible  to  open  a  bookcase  without  dislodging  a  collection  of  printing 
frames  and  other  photographic  paraphernalia.  When,  at  last,  Gerard’s  Herball 
was  taken  from  the  shelves  the  dust  on  its  top  edges  slid  off  like  a  layer  of  felt 
and  struck  the  floor  with  an  audible  sound.  The  floor  was  past  the  aid  of  soap 
and  scrubbing-brush,  and  a  carpenter  had  to  be  called  in  to  plane  the  dirt  off. 
At  last,  after  presenting  the  Society  with  the  first  typewriter  it  ever  possessed 
and  engaging  the  services  of  Mr.  Arthur  Finney,  at  that  time  an  assistant  in 
the  York  Public  Library  and  later  City  Librarian,  it  was  possible  to  begin  the 
work  of  re-arranging  the  books  and  cataloguing  them  on  the  Dewey  decimal 
system.  Eventually  this  was  completed  and  the  whole  cost  of  the  undertaking 
was  met  by  Gayner  himself.  It  was  not  long,  however,  before  much  of  this  work 
was  undone. 

The  work  which  his  friends,  George  Webster  and  H.  J.  Wilkinson,  were 
doing  to  maintain  the  Botanical  Garden  and  Herbarium  always  had  his  active 
help  and  support;  but  for  the  rest,  he  found  little  that  encouraged  him  to  do 
more.  He  resigned  his  seat  on  the  Council,  and  thereafter  devoted  much  of  his 
energy  to  the  encouragement  of  the  Field  Naturalists’  Section  of  the  Society. 
Very  soon  no  meeting  of  the  Field  Naturalists  seemed  complete  without  his 
presence,  and  he  rarely  left  a  meeting  without  making  some  brief  but  valuable 
contribution  to  the  discussions.  And  in  the  summer,  one  of  the  events  most 
eagerly  looked  forward  to  was  the  invitation  to  visit  the  garden  at  Hall  Cottage. 
Here,  Dr.  Gayner  had  long  ago  succeeded  in  cultivating  two  magnificent 
specimens  of  Ginkgo  biloba;  and  there  were  also  to  be  seen  a  Tulip  Tree  which 
flowered  every  year;  a  very  fine  thorn,  Crataegus  coccinea,  and  a  Yucca  which 
came  into  flower  only  a  few  days  after  his  death.  He  was  at  one  time  much 
occupied  with  his  friend  George  Yeld  in  the  cultivation  of  bearded  irises  and 
day  lilies.  A  new  variety  of  Heinerocallis  raised  by  Yeld  and  named  after  his 
friend  ‘John  S.  Gayner’  is  nouT  well  known  as  far  afield  as  America.  No  doubt, 
his  interest  in  botany  and  horticulture  owed  something  to  his  relative  John 
Gilbert  Baker,  of  Kew. 

Dr.  Gayner’s  father  left  him  an  estate  in  Oxfordshire,  and  one  may  suppose 
that  it  was  because  of  this  that  he  was  led  to  acquire  a  profound  knowledge 
of  the  history  and  practice  of  agriculture  and  to  give  particular  attention  to  the 
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history  of  early  soil  maps  and  the  geological  maps  and  other  works  of  William 
Smith.  The  collection  of  Smith's  maps  and  memoirs  which  he  gradually 
formed  is  now  in  the  library  of  the  University  Museum  at  Oxford.  The  history 
of  the  development  of  ornithology  and  of  botany  also  claimed  much  of  his 
attention  and  he  was  especially  devoted  to  the  works  of  Willughby  and  Ray, 
and  of  William  MacGillivray. 

As  an  ecclesiologist  his  interest  was  mainly  centred  around  the  study  of 
medieval  painted  glass  and  monumental  brasses.  A  booklet  entitled  Notes  on 
the  East  Window  in  Holy  Trinity,  Goodramgate,  York,  which  he  published  in 
1905,  sets  out  for  the  first  time  the  true  interpretation  of  the  subjects  in  the 
bottom  panels  of  this  hve-light  window.  The  results  of  this  work  have  been 
absorbed  into  the  literature. 

In  building  up  his  collection  of  superbly-finished  brass-rubbings,  he  was, 
as  in  all  else,  greatly  helped  by  Mrs.  Gayner  who  shared  his  enthusiasm  for  such 
studies.  He  contemplated  writing  a  book  on  the  medieval  brasses  of  England, 
but  after  getting  together  the  materials  for  such  work,  he  was  anticipated  by 
another  author. 

Around  the  years  1926-1928  the  Society  tried  the  experiment  of  holding 
afternoon  meetings  for  the  reading  and  discussion  of  papers;  Dr,  Gayner 
contributed  some,  and  they  will  be  found  in  a  more  or  less  abridged  form  in  the 
Annual  Report  and  Proceedings  of  the  Society,  for  that  period.  A  few  papers 
by  him  dealing  with  the  glacial  geology  of  Yorkshire  are  contained  in  the  pages 
of  the  North  Western  Naturalist. 

Unfortunately  he  published  little,  and  by  his  death  a  vast  amount  of 
curious  knowledge  has  been  lost ;  but  the  resources  of  his  valuable  library  and 
the  fruits  of  his  own  vast  erudition  were  always  at  the  service  of  those  who 
sought  his  help;  and  the  influence  which  he  brought  to  bear  upon  the  lives  of 
others  will  long  continue  to  be  felt.
